Munioipal Election- 

' ■'■ ' - c'v . . "V 

The yic^ria Municipal elections aro 
something VTery diffieiont now from 
what they were in foraior times. Five 
or six yeara ago the annual lovenue at 
the disposal of tho City Council a- 
mouated to live or six thousand dol- 
lars. During tho preaont year it 
amounted to $05,598; besides which 
there was ?100,000 raised on dobou- 
tures. In other word::;, tho City Coun- 
cil have had tho raising and exjjcnd- 
ing of §105,598, during tho in'esent 
year! The ordinary rovenuo will 
doubtloBS be oousiderably larger next 
year; and there is every probability 
that there will also beu supplomcnLary 
loan for tho water- works; so that it is 
safe to reckon U2)0ii there being 
$125,000, or thereabuiits, to be expend- 
ed next year. It is not too much, there- 
fore, to say t hat to the ratepayers of 
Yiotoria a municipal election is of 
greater practical importance than an 
election for memhers to serve in tlie 
Provincial Parliament. Are the rate- 
payers fully alive {o this somewhat 
startling fact ? Do they realize the re- 
sponsibility.the full measure of impor- 
tance that niust attach to the exercise 
of their omc franchise? Are they 
using proper means for inducing the 
best available men to come forward 
for tho important and responsible 
position? ^\'e are gratified in being 
able l^to congratulate tho ratepayers 
upon the proajDCct of having a 
good Mayor — • a gentleman 
■who has had considerable exper- 
ience and has displayed great aptit\ido 
for the mauagemeut of our civic affairs, 
and, what is of , no little importance 
just now, one who has shown himself 
to be posaessed of sterling honesty 
and iudependence — one averse to 
Rings and secret knavery. But, how- 
ever important the position of Mayor 
may be,, and however fortunate "the 
ratepa^rsmaj.hein having such a 
candida'te "coming forward for the 
chief seat, they should not fall into 
the error of acting as if anybody would 
do for Councillors. "What will it avail 
to have a good Mayor unless his liands 
shall bo strengthened by having 
around him good, honest Councillors 
•lift truth, the 2)osition of Councillor is 
■ i.BCaroeljiesB important, in so far as 
iieal-irork is concerned, than that of 
• ■.Mayor; and it |behoovos the ratepay- 
'.ers-tb see to it that good men are 
brought to the front . in the fortli- 
.'eoming election. If they do not, atfd 
allOw'whoever may to work themsel- 
ves into the Council, without much re- 
gard to fitness, they are pretty certain 
to have reason to regret their supine- 
ness before another election conies 
round. There iiever was a period in 
the history of Victoria when it was 
anythiag like so important that she 
should have her best men in the Coun- 
cU. 



duty of having more regard to tho 'in- 
terests and couvcnieiice of tho people 
lioth as respects the residence of the 
Judges unci the holding of the C(;urf :s;

Some poople assert that ho is an nttnelio 
of the Looul GoYornmunt ()rgaii; tluit ho 
direea BUtnpttionaly nvory iliiy nntl drcsaca 
in purple ami fine linen, whiN; .Tdliii Tialil- 
wiu — hi» victim — in fiuii to liil lii.; belly 
with the coiumouest of prisou fare, is 
(Iressud in prison garb ancl walks about 
with a 14tb chain uttaohecl to his liml^. 
When it is bonio in luind tliat Joliii 
Baldwin cun upithor rond nor Ts-rilo 
and must luivo been ignoriint of tho 
character and iiatnro of tho '■(,'iii-d" 
which was written by diwllici- 
person and presented to him to sigu; that 
he was Btrongly reuommended to mercy 
hy the jury that convicted him; that 
lie is levouty ouo ycurs of ir/j;o; and final- 
ly, that tho poirton directly ifdponnihlo 
for tho libel, and who nscd John linld- 
win's uamo as thi> monkuy mod tho cut's 
ptiw, is still at liirgo, wo think tho pooplo 
will agree with us that tho aontenuo to 
one year's iuiprisoamout in terribly ser- 
oro.

65.) persons foun.i in possoasion of bucIi 
trees or shrubs are punishable also. Tho 

folioe have received instructions from tho 
nipector to put in force tho law upon 
IbiaMbjeot.

I tlioro is 
m'oiuj^r to he voi'y little done i 
wooda this winter — I think not 
i.luui ono-half what is usually done. 
It makes times dull and \va.'.;i's sin.ilL 
Gtjoil iiuiii can (Hiiy ,';i;t from $1'J to 
$10 per inoiiili.aiul produce being hi;,di 
it is h;ud lor u liiiiiberiuau to support 
his family on that. Tiieu Llioro aro 
phiiity who cannot get work, aud wliat 
they will do this long winter it is hard 
to tell. There will lio n groat deal of 
want and suffering, 1 am afraid. Our 
fiiriuers (a lai^^'o portion of them) imvo 
to depend on tiieir Nvi;iter's worlv in 
tho woods to sup])orL their families. 
This is a hard oountiy to farm in where 
ono has to feed his stock from Novem- 
ber until Junc--sevGn mouths. Still 
we drive alicail. I believe wo have 
more miles of railway in projiortiou to 
our population t ha I! any other coun- 
try. A\'e huvo tho third largest amount 
of shipping of any Nation (speak- 
ing of the Dominion) and man- 
iifaelorios aro springing up. 
verj' fast wit iMH. We liavo good mar- 
kets and coinmniiieation to thein from 
most any part of tliu i'rovineo; but our 
land is hard to cultivate and our winters 
aro too long for prolitablo farming. Our 
Government say they encourage young 
men to settle on farms;butaskanyyoung 
man what eneourn^'eme-nt ho has and lie 
will tell you he can {<eL l.niil by paying 
for it, or el.ie ten mn.st eliib t(),^L-ther and 
then they can get farms for nothing by 
goiiif.j into the reservcH Mh:'.t is land set 
apart by Cb)veriimeiit f.ir sutllement). 
Now thifi puts 1110 in mind that I liafO 
made a proposition to your Government 
tliat there aro ten of ii.s, all young mar- 
ried men (farmers' sons) who will come 
out to VancouV'.-r and ii.'iih' on farms 
jirovidinrj your Go\'ernmeii! '.vill fin'ni;di 
us with [)assages from here li) lyumo.t. We 
will agree to refund the iiioney in live 
years, Government to, hold our farina as 
security. They aro all men of respecta- 
bility wdio can prodiu-o the Ijod of refer- 
ences, and men xvho h;'.ve lioi-ii brouf,dit 
up to work hard both on the farm aud in 
tho wooils. I'hey are all i>l Scotch des- 
cent and have ^ood euminon s.di(J6l edn- 
cations. Tlie ne(.;oliatioii« can be carried 
on tl;roa;;h ono of iHir most wealthy aud 
inilueutial men, so that it will C(;st no- 
thiiiK fur a^'eiil.-i, and in tlic end coLit the 
Government nothing only to oiien roads 
immediately, so we could get produce to 
market. I havo no doubt that others 
would follow so fast that in a few years 
you would see a thriviiiff sottloment; and 
when the Eilitor of Tin; ConoNisr comes 
to see us lie will lind wi; know how to en- 
tertain our friends.

An liiinieuse Schpnie of Inland. 
Navigation. 

Tho foDov/iiig appeared in the edi- 
torial coluiuu of tho leading Portland 
journal on Thursday la.st. Ono luifht 
be led to suppose that tho writer un- 
agiued |he country.iof .which he treats 
to belong to the tfniled States. We 
havG long looked to the Hudsons Bay 
as tho future outlet for the tooniing 
productions of our great North- WcbI 
and tho terminus of an important 
branch of the Canadian Paciiio Kail- 
way. Bat the work of creating tho 
truly magnificent canal system traced 
by our contemporai'y is one that:,must 
bonchioved by British American en- 
terprise : — 

fjoiiio years . ago a jjrojoct was 
brought forward, and for a time eli- 
cited considerable interest, to connect 
the Bed river of the North and the 
Minnesota river by a canal, and thus 
opon a continuous inland channel of 
navigation from the mouth of the Mis^ 
sissippi through Big Stone Lake and 
lako Traverse into the Saskatchawan, 
Nolson river and Hudson's bay. This 
magiiiliccnt scheme, it was said, could 
bo curried into oiroet with an ox^ieu- 
dituro of money aslonisliiiigly small 
considering tho inagnitudo of tho ro- 
eulttobo attaiiiod. Tho Saskatcha- 
wan and Hudson Bay system of rivers 
once reached, the navigator would bo 
in as vast a chain of navigable waters 
as that of tho Jlisnissijijii, t-xtonding 
in varioiiB directions through all the 
country from tho northern extension 
of the Rooky Mountains to Hudson 
bay. 

Tho death of J. B. Brown, who was 
a zealous advocate of the project and 

made in person an examinatioji of tho 
routes for the ctumls necessary, put a 
period to the agitation. But it was 
not entirely given uji, and of luto is 
coining into notice again. It is claim- 
ed in behalf of the enterprise that for 
a (rifling sura tho immense valley of 
of tho Saskatchawan, 1,200 mile's in 
length, and one of the finest agricnl- 
tural districts in the world, could bo 
brought into quick and clioap connnu- 
nieatioh with tho principal agricultural 
Stateaof onr own country. The ]iroject, at 
the lirsL blush, strikes the mind as a stu- 
pendons dream of imagination rather 
than a practicable undertaking; but 
tho.<^G w lio have given it some atten- 
tion pronounce it entirely feasible. 
The spanning of the continent with 
telegaaphs and railways, which seem- 
ed equally as visionary a few years 
ago, having already kccorae accom- 
plished facts, it may be that tho con- 
necting of tho waterd so as to form a 
network of inland navigation over all 
tho habitable part of the continent is 
tho next wonder of American enter- 
prise.
